LOWELL DECLINES 
TO SERVE ON FILM 
CODE AUTHORITY 


Educator Points Out He Would 
Have No Vote in Effort to Im- 
prove Movies—Scores 
Block-Booking 


Boston—In declining to accept 
presidential appointment to serve 
on the motion picture code authori- 
ty, President-Emeritus A, Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard University 
said today that he had been asked 
to serve only in an advisory capaci- 
ty and would have no vote in any 
effort to demand that films be of 
proper moral standard. 

Dr. Lowell made public corres- 
ondence between himself and Gen- 
eral Hugh Johnson, National Re- 
covery Administrator. 
letter, Dr. Lowell said: 

“You say, ‘What is the use of a 


vote against a certain majority ?’ 


This assumes that a member of the 
code authority whose only interest 
is in the matter of clean films will 
find himself necessarily in opposi- 
tion to the producers. I fear this 
is only too true, judging by the 
history of the great producing com- 
panies; but it is certainly impres- 
sive that such an attitude on their 
part should be taken for granted 
by the government, and that they 
are given absolute control in car- 
rying out the code.

Madrid—The defeat of Socialism 
in Spain was even greater than was 
predicted. The Socialists are left 
with 58 deputies whereas formerly 
they had 110. The parties of the 
extreme Left, allied with them and 
precisely because of this alliance, 
perished completely. Only the Cat- 
alan Left showed any strength, 
coming out of the election with 22 
deputies as against 40 in the form- 
er Cortes.

Brussels. — Recently published 
writings approaching the subject

Three such writings, which have 
been brought to the attention of 
persons here interested in the so- 
ealled Godless campaign in. Russia, 
describe in detail the Herculean 
character of the task which athe- 
ists in that country have under- 
taken with regard to the abolition 
of belief in God arid of religious 
conviction and practice. These 
statements all seem to indicate 
that while the number of persons 
described as “godless” in Russia is 
impressive, yet, when compared 
with the groups. still 
with some religious denomination 
or belief, the figure is relatively 
small. It is rendered even smaller 
when related to the confident ex- 
pectations of the Soviet atheists 
concerning the growth of their 
movement. 


Soviet Press Cool 


A Belgian Catholic paper de- 
elares that the Soviet press is 
somewhat cool toward the recently 
concluded recognition accord with 
the United States, because of the 
conviction that the Kremlin, in ac- 
ceding to the inclusion of religious

DEBAUCH OF NEW YEAR’S EVE 
STRESSES NEED OF SACRAMENTS

HE perennial debauch of New

in the history of the Catholic 
Church. The very fact that during 
the course of the year 1938 there 
was inaugurated the Extraordin- 
ary Holy Year of Jubilee commem- 
orating the Nineteenth Centenary 
of the Redemption is, of itself, suf- 
ficient to make the year one of the 
most important in the history of 
the Catholic Church throughout 
the world. 


The N. C. W. C. has compiled a 
very long account of the outstand- 
ing events of the year and their 
effect on the Catholic Church. This 
account cannot, because of space 
limitations, be published here, but 
we herewith list some of the events 
mentioned. 


Great progress has been made 
by the Catholic missions through- 
out the world, especially in Asia 
where sixty per cent. of the Cath- 
olies are now cared for by native 
clergy, and despite the economic 
depression there was but a slight 
decline in membership of the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith. 


Notable Celebrations 


Among the outstanding celebra- 
tions of the year are fisted the 
Seventy-fifth Anniversary of the 
Apparitions of the Blessed Virgin 
to St. Bernadette, who was canon- 
ized on December 8, of this year, 
at the now famous shrine at Lour- 
des; the centenary of the founding 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Society,

Directing attention to the an- 
gelic message of peace on the 
world’s first: Christmas: morn, that 
that was to become the possession | y 
of “men of good will,” the Most 
Rev. John Francis ‘Noll, 5 Aes i 
Bishop of Fort Waytie, gave the 
Christmas sermon at the Midnight 
Mass at the Cathedral of the Im- 
maculate Conception. Besides a 
congregation of over 1,600, largely 
exceeding the seating capacity 
and crowding the. entrances, the 
Bishop’s amessage was received by 
an immense radio audience, since 
the sermon and musical parts of 
the Mass were broadcast by sta- 
tion WOWO, with Al. Becker in 
charge of arrangements. The 
broadcast included the sermon. and 
musical parts of the Solemn. Pon- 
tifical Mass. 


The Bishop based his sermon on 
a text from a gospel of the Feast 
of the Nativity, “Peace on earth 
to men of good will.” Surveying 
the effects of “goood will” and 
“bad will” in the world he indi- 
eated that “peace on earth should 
be the aspiration of every indi- 
vidual.” ~~ 

The Most Rev. Bishop as cele- 
brant was assisted at the Mass by 
Msgr. Conroy as arch-priest; the 
Rev. Bernard Scharf, C.PP.S., a 
member of the faculty of St. Jos- 
eph’s College, Collegeville, served 
as deacon of honor; the Rev. John 
F. Nadolny served in this capacity 
also as master of ceremonies; the 
Rev. Curt A. Suelzer was deacon 
of the Mass; and the Rev. Andrew 
Ditlinger, subdeacon. 


Two imposing processionals pre- 
ceded Midnight Mass at the Ca- 
thedral, the episcopal processional 
formed by the Most Rev. Bishop, 
assisting officers -of the Mass, 
seminarians and acolytes.

CIRCUMCISION, JAN. 1 


Monday, January 1, the Feast 
of the Circumcision of our Lord 
will be celebrated in all of the 
churches. Observed on the octave 
of Christmas this day commemor- 
ates the one on which the Babe of 
Bethlehem received on His inno- 
cent flesh the mark of sinful man 
and the seal. of the children of 
Abraham.

Whither? 


Will the Romeward march gain 
momentum with the years? It 
seems almost certain that conver- 
sions will increase in proportion as 
weaknesses appear in the ground 
work of Protestantism. Lately, the 
10,000 participants of the Anglo- 
Catholic Congress in Philadelphia, 
under the leadership of Bishop 
Perry, did everything as Rome does 
except actually submit to it. 
Against the muddle of it all, the 
Episcopalian “gadfy”, Dr. Cum- 
mings, scornfully asks “why do not 
these men if honest, respond to the 
urge of their convictions and make 
their submission to Rome?” The 
same query is written across the 
strange actions of the two thousand 
clergymen who participated—“are 
they fish or fowl?” 


This straddling the issue disturbs 
clear thinking in their camps. Logic 
demands that they jump this way 
or that; otherwise they are bound 
to lose caste. Swaying back and 
forth on a conspicuous doctrinal 
fence is terrifying and certainly 
far from convincing the masses of 
any theological stability. 


Even more puzzling is an article 
in Scribner’s Magazine of Novem- 
ber by William Pierson Merrill, a 
New York minister. He utters ab- 
surdities such as “theology is im- 
portant, but imposed theology is 
wholly vicious (as if certain truths 
as two and two equal four, do not 
always impose themselves upon the 
mind).

If Protestantism is to 
represent truly the sources of its 
faith, and to appeal strongly to the 
soul of our day, it must learn how 
to stand by the faith without lord- 
ing it over the conscience, how to 
be at once firm and free. Organic 
unity is not necessary and may not 
be wise—”. 

Dr. Merrill is a Presbyterian pas- 
itor in‘ good standing, educated at 
Rutger’s College and the Union 
Theological Seminary. From his 
position and training, he must re- 
present the sort of thinking done in 
the Protestant groups that are not 
allied to the High Church parties.

SYSTEMATIC GIVING 


Too many people act on the 
notion, which they do not, of 
course, seriously entertain, 
that to support religion means 
to pay the local customary 
requirement to the parish 
church. The general govern- 
ment of the Church and for- 
eign missions. must be sup- 
ported; the many movements 
which cover the whole United 
States, such as Home Missions 
throughout the west and 
south, the Catholic Univer- 
sity, the work among the In- 
dians and Negroes, must be 
supported; then within each 
diocese the Orphans, the Sem- 
inarians, the aged and infirm 
clergy, diocesan officials, must 
be maintained by the alms of 
the faithful. 


It is true that the parish 
church, the local service sta- 
tion, calls for more than 
eighty per cent of the custom- 
ary contributions of people 
towards religion. If half the 
tithe, or five per cent of ewery 
wage-earner’s annual income, 
were contributed with unfail- 
ing regularity, the local 
church, the institutions of the 
diocese, the missions and 
other movements of the whole 
country, the great interests 
of Christ throughout the 
— would be well support- 
e 


Why adhere to the old basis 
of Church ‘support growing 
out of old conditions? We 
have new conditions to meet, 
the competition not only of 
Protestantism, but of aggres- 
sive anti-Christian forces. We 
have the works of higher edu- 
cation to promote which we 
did not have in former years, 
more students for the priest- 
hood, more dependent chil- 
dren and more works along 
the line of Catholic Action to 
assist.

DEPRESSION NO EXCUSE 
‘FOR BIRTH CONTROL 


False Christians who “magnify 
the pains of childbirth and dis- 
count joys of motherhood 
through the practice of birth con- 
trol” were recently denounced as 
anti-Christian by the Rev. Dr. 
Ignatius W. Cox, Professor of 
Ethies at Fordham University. 


“These people appeal to their 
straitened circumstances and some 
of them at least never seem to 
understand that children are more 
precious than vacations, automo-_ 
biles, jewelry and finery,” Father 
Cox declared. 


Statistics of the depression, 
Father Cox said, show that large 
families were lowest in the per- 
centage of appeals for aid. is, 
he felt, was a good illustration of 
the providence of Christ. 

“Anti-Christ, through his min- 
ions, shallow thinkers, false philo- 
sophers, and blind leaders of the 
blind, has eclipsed the luminous 
light shed over matrimony by the 
doctrine of Christ,” he said. 


“Only Catholic men and women 
who know and practice all that is 
signified by matrimony realize the 
full happiness of marriage. 


“Catholic men and women liv- 
ing in marriage must bring back 
the light of Christ. They must do 
it not by words, not by teaching, 
not even by preaching, but by liv- 
ing and by building up Catholic 
homes. These homes, modeled on 
the home and family of Nazareth, 
will be the homes of God, homes 
of children, homes of chastity, 
homes of love, homes of happiness, 
homes of joy and sunshine.”

VATICAN SCIENCE PRIZE 


The Pontifical Academy of Sci- 
ence has awarded Professor George 
Birkhoff of Harvard. University 
the first prize of 10,000 lire (cur- 
rently about $8,000) in a mathe- 
matical competition for a paper 
dealing with a system for the solu- 
tion of differential equations. 

The award was made during ex- 
ercises inaugurating the new Pon- 
tifical Hall of Scienee, at which 
Pope Pius declared that the church 
“not only never has feared scien- 
tific truth but has always been its 
herald.” He drew an allegorical 
picture of the three wise men of 
the East paying homage to Christ 
in support of his contention that 
the Church and science have al- 
ways been harmonious. 

Father Giuseppe Gianfranceschi, 
who is also director of the Vatican 
wireless station, will direct the 
new hall. The inaugural session 
was attended by many ranking 
prelates and Vatican lay officials. 


STERILIZATION LAW 
WILL AFFECT 400,000 


More than four hundred thou- 
sand persons are expected to be 
affected by the nefarious steriliza- 
tion law which has been enacted 
by the Hitler government. and 
which is to be put into effect to- 
morrow, January 1. 

Active opposition to the law 
came from but one truly organized 
body in Germany, the Catholic 
Church. Cardinal -Bertram, the 
senior Cardinal of Germany, and 
other prelates-and priests did all 
in their power to influence the gov- 
ernment, but, at this writing, their 
efforts were in vain. 

Sterilization is, of course, op- 
posed by the Catholic Church. It 
was condenined by the Holy Father 
himself in his encyclical on Chris- 
tian Marriage and numerous cardi- 
nals and bishops have raised their 
voices against the application of 
the law as it has been enacted in 
Germany.

tus Receptus, inasmuch as Luther 
“translated” the New Testament 
into German in 1522 and there was 
no Textus Receptus until the year 
1633, more than a century after 
Luther’s “translation”. 


It. is entirely true that Luther 
rejected as “‘uncanonical’” several 
books of the New Testament, be- 
cause they did not please him. 
These books were: the Epistle to 
the Hebrews, the Epistle of St. 
James, the Epistle of St. Jude and 
the Apocalypse; and he placed them 


Even though there be a legitimate 
way, in perfect keeping with Cath- 
olic morality, of limiting the fam- 
ily, and even though people are 
entitled to know the law of nature 
which provides for it, we could not 
leave ourselves open to the charge 
of actually encouraging a practice 
which would limit the number of 
candidates for Heaven. 


On the other hand the booklet 
serves a need in the case of hun- 
dreds of thousands of people and 
they should have it. 


Is it true that the present Holy 
Year will be extended beyond 
April 2, 1934, the date on which it 
was first scheduled to end? 


Although there have been many 
rumors to the effect that the Holy 
Year will be prolonged, no official 
confirmation of these rumors has 
been made. -Recently the Holy 
Year Committee in Rome was 
authorized to say that the ar- 
rangements given in the Bull Quod 
Nuper, in which the Holy Year 
was declared, remain unaltered. 
The Bull fixed the Holy Year from 
April 2, 1933, to the same date of 
1934. 


It was thought that the Holy 
‘Year would be prolonged in order 
that residents of our country and 
others located at great distances 
from Rome would have more time 
to organize representative pilgrim- 
ages, and in order that canoniza- 
tion rites might be held during 
the Holy Year for several beati 
whose causes are being advanced. 


In conversation with a Swedish 
Lutheran minister who is a neigh- 
bor, I referred to the work of 
Stoddard, ‘Rebuilding a Lost 
Faith,” in which the author charges 
that Martin Luther changed the 
Bible. Mr. Stoddard cites several 
verses from the Bible, and I show- 
ed his account of Luther’s changes 
to this minister. However, the man 
looked up the passages in his Bible 
and showed me that they were not 
changed. 


What version of the Bible did 
your Swedish Lutheran minister 
use? Was it Luther’s Bible in 
German? Was it a Swedish trans- 
lation of Luther’s. Bible; and, if 
the latter, what translation? 


Luther pretended to translate 
the Bible into German; and, in the 
Luneburg (1711) edition of this 
German Bible, published by Corne- 
lius Johann Stern, we find in the 
passage (Romans iii, 28) cited by 
Stoddard, these words: “So halten 
wir es nun dass der Mensch gerecht 
werde ohne des Gesetzes Werke 
allein durch den Glauben.” The 
“allein” (alone) has been retained 
in every succeeding edition of 
Luther’s Bible, as far as we are 
aware; it has the authority, more- 
over, of the German-English edi- 
tion of the New Testament issued 
by the American Bible Society of 
New York in 1856, 


Also, in this same Luneburg edi- 
tion, the words of 2 Peter i., 10, are 
found to run as follows: “Darum 
leiben Brueder, thut desto mehr 
Fleiss euren“®eruf und Erwaeb- 
lung fest zu machen. Denn wo 
ihr solches thut werdet ihr nicht 
straucheln.” Do you find the equiv- 
alent of “by good works” arny- 
where there? The American Bible 
Society edition of 1856, referred to 
above, renders into English as fol- 
lows: “Wherefore the rather, 
brethren, give diligence to make 
our calling and election sure; for 
if ye do these things, ye shall never 
fail.” 

Luther affected to translate di- 
rectly “from the original Greek 
and Hebrew.” However, it is 
known today that he did not pos- 
sess the scholarship necessary to 
make any translation from those 

ges. He leaned heavily on 


} 


langua 
previously printed Catholic German 
translations from the Vulgate and 


in an “Appendix” at the end of 
this Bible, distinguishing them 
‘from “the true and certain. capital 
books of the New Testament.” But 
the Lutherans after the time of 
their leader, became ashamed of 
his exeesses, and they replaced in 
the canon the New Testament books 
he excluded. 


After Luther’s death his follow- 
ers corrected some of his more 
monstrous mistranslations. Not 
only had he changed the text cited 
by Stoddard, but he had changed 
St. Matt. iii., 2; Acts xix., 18; Ro- 
mans iv., 15, and other passages 
ia a radical way. What present day 
Lutheran Bibles contain is quite 
another matter. Luther himself 
was not satisfied with his Bible but 
went on revising it until his death. 
A “definitive edition” of Luther's 
Bible was brought, out about the 
year 1700 and became the standard 
German Bible; but even this was 
recently revised, and the present 
German Lutheran Bible is quite 
another book, 

We have not so far mentioned 
Luther’s rejection from the Old 
Testament canon of Judith, Wis- 
dom, Tobias, Ecclesiasticus, the two 
books of the Machabees, parts of 
Esther, parts of Daniel, ete. In 
this matter the Lutherans of to- 
day slavishly follow his tradition; 
they, too, reject the mentioned 
books of the Old Testament. 


Nor was Luther a bit backward 
about expressing his contempt for 
cirtain scriptural passages, which 
did not please him, even in. the 
books which he retained. [If you

tion on a book on “Humility”. We 
looked through all our catalogues, 
meanwhile searching the remote 
pockets of our brain, but could find 
no such volume, treating solely this 
most important virtue in the life 
spiritual. We now have a reliable 
publisher’s aid engaged, and soon 
we shall find that book. 

But if we were cast on a desolate 
shore with THE FOLLOWING OF 
CHRIST by Thomas a Kempis in a 
waterproof bag, we should feel no 
need of any other book to supply 
us with a full Catholic philosophy 
of life. We have been somewhat 
disappointed in our failure to stim- 
late our people to the reading of 

this sesame leading to a better 
understanding of the ways of hu- 
man nature, the workings of Di- 
“wine grace, and the means of 
reaching God. 

However, we have been gratified 
with the splendid response of par- 
ents to our recent edjtorial—re- 
commending “A Saint A Day” for 
their children: THE LITTLE 
PICTORIAL LIVES. OF THE 
SAINTS presents the daily treat. 
The parents who teach their chil- 
dren to love the friends of God, 
and to know their ways, are instill- 
ing virtue in their hearts and 
moulding their thoughts in a man- 
ner, that even life, with its hard- 
ships, temptations, and trials, will 
be unable to stultify. St. John 
Berchmans is credited with these 
prophetic words: “If I do not be- 
eome a saint when I am young, I 
shall never become one.”

Dr. Bothe Is Fourth 
Clergymen Convert 
In Episcopal Parish 


Bronxville, N. Y.—The Rev. Dr. 
Carl William Bothe, former Epis- 
copal. clergyman who has been con- 
verted to the Catholic Faith, is the 
fourth clergyman who served the 
Episcopal Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin, New York City, to become 
a convert. Until recently, Dr. 
Bothe was in charge of Christ 
Episcopal Church here. 

Discussing his conversion, Dr. 
Bothe said: “I resigned more than 
a year ago from Christ Church be- 
cause I felt that my theological 
position had become untenable. I 
had by gradual stages come to be- 
lieve that my place was in the Ro- 
man Catholie Church.” 

Dr. Bothe was curate at the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin dur- 
ing the pastorate of the Rev. Dr. 
Selden P. Delany, noted convert 
who has recently received the sub- 
deaconate at Rome. The other con- 
verts were the Rev. Henry K. 
Pierce, former associate rector who 
embraced Catholicism in October, 
1931, and the Rev. Henry Stanton, 
a former curate.

Acording to this catalogue there 
are 28 Catholic dailies and periodi- 
cals, 35 reviews and bulletins, and 
39 leaflets issued periodically, with 
an annual circulation of 30,479,400. 
Of this number more than 26,000,- 
000 applies to the dailies and per- 
iodicals.

7 tal not only as one of the 
greatest Popes, but as one of the 
reatest men in European history. 

en the Roman Empire fell to 
the hordes of barbarians it was the 
Church, ruled by Leo, that was the 
sanctuary and refuge of civilization 
and order, —— 

His work was to unify and or- 
ganize the Church. He began vig- 
orously on the heresies, first Man- 
icheism which was corrupting 
Rome, then Pelagianism, the Mono- 
hi she heresy. His famous Letter 
te Flavian marvellously defining the 
doctrine concerni Lord, was 
accepted with acclamation by the 
six hundred bishops at the Oececu- 
menical Council of Chalcedon in 
451. His masterly letters to rulers, 
bishops, religious, and laity rang- 
ed the civilized world. 

In 452 Attila, the Hun, was 
marching on Rome, with nothing 
to stop him. Leo went out to meet 
him. Nobody knows what the Pope 
said to Attila, but the Hun turned 
back. Three years later, the Em- 
peror Valentinian was murdered 
and the Vandals looted the Imperial 
City for a fortnight, but the Pope 
made them promise not to destroy 
churches or kill peaceful ‘citizens. 

He established papal vicariates, 
sent out the first papal nunciature 
{to Constantinople), organized the 
building of churches, enriched the 
liturgy, and preached his splendid 
sermons—unrivalled masterpieces 
of Christian literature.. He reigned 
for twenty-one years and died on 
November 10, 461. He was buried 
under the portico of St. Peter’s, “to 
watch, like a sentinel, over the cit- 
adel of the Prince of the Apostles.”

Among other saddening events 
which transpired were the con- 
tinued persecution of the Church 
in Mexico, in Spain, which now 
seems to be alleviated, and in other 
minor countries. In Canada sev- 
eral Catholic churches were burned 
and hints of incendiarism were 
widespread.

In the United States, the year 
just closing witnessed the calling 
from our midst the much beloved 
Apostolic Delegate, the Most Rev.’ 
Fumasoni-Biondi, who was recalled 
to Rome to be elevated to the Col- 
lege of Cardinals, and the Ea 
ment of the Apostolic Delegate, 
the Most Rev. Amleto Giovanni 
Cicognani, who promises to become 
as dear to our hearts as was his 
predecessor. 


The year also witnessed a grati- 
fying increase in the Catholic pop- 
ulation of our country and an in- 
creased interest in Catholic Action 
which bids fair to make even more 
pronounced the good influence of 
the Church in America. 


In keeping with Catholic prin- 
ciples, the Senate early in the 
year refused to pass legislation 
which would permit the dissemina- 
tion of artfficial birth control in- 
formation in accordance with a law 
which was urged by the notorious 
advocate of that nefarious prac- 
tice, Margaret Sanger.

The Catholic parochial schools, 
perhaps more than ever before, oc- 
cupied a prominent place in the 
discussions of the people.

In this crisis 
the parochial schools fared better 
than did the state supported public 
schools and their value to the 
commonwealth, if only in a finan- 
cial sense, was emphasized.
